ELEVEN YEARS AGO 


E leven years ago 

to-day the British Empire 
went to war. The issue was well 
and truly joined. Prussianism had 
challenged the freedom of the 
world. The rest is history. 

In spite of that awful conflagra¬ 
tion, notwithstanding the frightful 
human carnage, the pitiless destruc¬ 
tion of treasure of all kinds, August 
4, 1925, fends the world still little 
better than an armed camp. More 
men are under arms to-day than 
were under arms in 1914. Naval 
programmes, armaments in many 
guises, poison gas, bigger and more 
powerful air fighters, are potent is¬ 
sues in many countries at the pre¬ 
sent time. The first real and con¬ 
structive effort to preserve the peace 
so dearly bought is not supported 
as it should be supported. The 
League of Nations is compelled to 
plod its weary way over every form 
of obstacle that its opponents choose 
to erect. 

This condition is a striking com¬ 
mentary upon the world’s attitude 
towards international accord. I o 
prepare for war to insure peace is 
the $*me oW popular fallacy that it 
was fifteen years ago. Yet one can 
only hope that international sanity 
in these matters will expand as the 
year go by.

Montreal. Aug. 4.—“The non-con¬ 
curring minority of the Presbyter¬ 
ian Church In Canada has not been 
recognised as the Continuing Pres¬ 
byterian Church by the Alliance of 
Reformed Churches Throughout the 
World. The alliance has decided to 
submit it as a new church, whatever 
name will be determined by the 
proper authorities.” 

This was the statement made 
here yesterday by Rev. Dr. G. C. 
Pidgeon of Toronto. Moderator of 
the United Church of Canada, who 
pa—ed through this city on his way 
back from attending the council 
meeting of the alliance of the Re¬ 
formed Churches throughout the 
world held In Cardiff. Wales. In July.
